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BUDGET POLICY 


1. INTRODUCTION 

In terms of the Municipal Finance Management Act, No.56 f 2003 Chapter 4 on 
Municipal Budgets. Subsection (16). state that the council of a municipality mu^for each 
financial year approve an annual budget for the municipality before commencement of 
that financial year. 

According to subsection (2) of the Act concerned, in order to comply with subsection (1). 
the executive mayor of the municipality must table the annual budget at a council 
meeting at least 90 days before the start of the budget year. This policy must be . 
analyzed interpreted, implemented and understood against this legislative background. 
The budget plays a critical role in an attempt to realize diverse community needs 
Central to this, the formulation of a municipality budget must take into account the 
government’s macro-economic and fiscal policy fundamentals. 

In brief, the conceptualization and the operationalisation of the budget must be located 
within the national government’s policy framework. 

2. OBJECTIVE 

The objective of the budget policy is to set out: 

a) The principles, which the municipality will follow in preparing each medium term 

b) Revenue and expenditure framework budget, 

c) The responsibilities of the executive mayor, the accounting off'^er, the chie 

d) Financial officer and other senior managers in compiling the budget 

e) To establish and maintain procedure to ensure adherence to Drakenstein 
Municipality’s IDP review and budget processes. 

3. BUDGETING PRINCIPLES

Immediately after the draft annual budget has been tabled, the municipality triust convene a 
hearing on the draft budget in April and invite the public, stakeholder s organizations, to 
representation at the council hearings and to submit comments in response to the draft 
budget. 

4.3. Approval of the budget

The Executive Mayor must submit to Council within thirty (Jays of the end of each 
quarS a mpZn the Implementation of the budget and the financal state of 
affairs of the municipality. 

11.2.3. Mid-year budget and performance assessment 

a) The Accounting Officer must assess the budgetary budoef 

for the first half of the financial year, taking into account all the monthly budget 
reports for the first six months, the service delivery perforrnance o^^^® 
municipality as against the service delivery targets and performance indicators 
which were set in the sen/ice delivery, and budget iraplementation 

b) The Accounting Officer must then submit a report of such 

Executive Mayor by 25 January each year and to Council, Provincial Treasury 

and National Treasury by 31 January each year. 

c) The Accounting officer may in such report make the 

considering the recommendation of the Chief Financial Officer for 

annual budget and for revising the projections of revenue and expenses set o 
in the service delivery and budget implementation plan. 

12. RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE CHIEF OFFICER 

Without derogating in any way from the legal responsibilities of the , 

Zager as Accounting Officer, the Chief Financial Officer shall be responsible foi 
preparing the annual capital and operating budgets (including the g 
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components required for the ensuring financials years), any required adjustment 
budgets, the projections of revenues and expenses for the service delivery and 
budget implementation plan (including the alignment of such projections with the 
cash management programme prepared in terms of the investments policy), and 
shall be accountable to the municipal manager in regard to the performance of these 
functions. 

The Municipal Manager shall ensure that all heads of departments provide the inputs 

required by the Chief Financial Officer into these budget processes. 

The Chief Financial Officer shall draft the budget timetable for the ensuring financial 
year for the Executive Mayor’s approval, and shall indicate in such timetable the 
target dates for the draft revision of the annual budget and the preparation of the 
annual budget for the ensuring financial year, which target dates shatl follow thee 
prescriptions of the Municipal Finance Management Act, and target dates for the 
submission of all the budget related documentation to the Executive Mayor, Finance 
Committee, Mayoral Committee and Council. 

Except where the Chief Financial Officer, with the consent of the Executive Mayor 
and Municipal Manager, decides othervWse, the sequence in which each annual 
budget and adjustments budget shall be prepared, shall be first, the capital 
component, and second, the operating component. The operating component shall 
duly reflect the capital component on: 

• Depreciation charges 

• Repairs and maintenance expenses 

• Interest payable on external borrowings 

• Other operating expenses 


In preparing the operating budget, the Chief Financial Officer shall determine the 
number and type of votes to be used and the line-items to be shown under each 
vote, provided that in so doing the chief financial officer shall properly and 
adequately reflect the organization structure of the municipality, and further in so 
doing shall comply - in so far as the organizational structure permits - also with the 
prescribed budget format of National Treasury. 

The Chief Financial Officer shall determine the depreciation expenses to be charged 
to each vote, the apportionment of interest payable to the appropriate votes, the 
estimates of withdrawals from (claims) and contributions (premiums) the se - 
insurance reserve, and the contributions to the provisions for bad debts, and acciuea 
leave entitlements. 

The Chief Financial Officer shall further, with the approval of the Executive Mayor 
and the municipal manager, determine the recommended contribution to the capital 
replacement reserve and any special contribution to the self-insurance reserve. 

The Chief Financial Officer shall also, again with the approval of the Executive Mayor 
and the Municipal Manager, and having regard to the Council’s current financial 
performance, determines the recommended aggregate growth factors according to 
which the budgets for the various votes shall be drafted. 
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The Chief Financial Officer shall compile monthly budget reports, with 

recommendations, comparing actual results with budget projections, and tl^ ® 
of departments shall timeously and adequately furnish the chief financial officer with 
all explanations required for deviations from the budget. 

The Chief Financial Officer shall submit these monthly reports to the Executive 
Mayor, Finance Committee and Mayoral Committee, and all other prescribed parties, 
in accordance with the prescriptions of the Municipal Finance Management Act. 

The Chief Financial Officer shall provide technical and administrative support to the 
Accounting Officer and Executive Mayor in the preparation and approval of the 
annual and adjustment budgets, as well as in the consultative processes which mus 
precede the approval of such budgets. 

The Chief Financial Officer shall ensure that the annual and adjustments budgets 
comply with the requirements of the National Treasury, reflect the budget priorities 
determined by the Executive Mayor, are aligned with the IDP, and comply with an 
budget-related policies, and shall make recommendations to the Executive Mayor on 
the IDP and the budget-related policies where these are indicated. 

The Chief Financial Officer shall make recommendations on the financing of the 
capital budget for the ensuing and future financial years, indicating the impact of 
financing scenario’s on future expenses, and specifically commenting on the relative 
financial merits of internal and external financing options. 

The Chief Financial Officer shall determine the basis for allocating overhead 
expenses not directly chargeable to votes. The expenses associated with the 
democratic process shall be allocated t a separate vote, and shall not be charge ou 

as an overhead. , . .... 

The Chief Financial Officer shall ensure that the cost of indigency relief is separately 

reflected in the appropriate votes. 

The Chief Financial Officer shall ensure that the allocations from other organs of 
state are properly reflected in the annual and adjustments budget, and that the 
estimated expenses against such allocations (other than the equitable share) are 
appropriately recorded. 
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
